W ith these wou nded came details 
of the worst wind disaster 
in 
the 
history of the states 
of Mississippi, 
Lou isiana and Alab ama. 
Negroes comprised 
m ost

dead. The pictu resq u e darky cab ins, 
noted for their 
flimsy constru ction, 
were converted 
b y 
the 
wind into 
w'holesale death traps. 
The destru ction of Pu rvis occiirred 
at 2 o’clock Friday afternoon 
and 
was all over in a few minu tes. 
Of 
two hu ndred dwellings 
only 
seven 
are standing. 
The cou rt hou se, the only b u ilding 
in the town to w ithstand the wind, 
was immediately 
packed 
with

dead and inju red. 
A witness of the storm said all he 
cou ld realize was that the air was 
fu ll of flying 
timb ers, 
w^hich dealt 
death to m any persons who sou ght 
safety in the open air. wdiile falling 
b u ildings added greater peril to those 
who rem ained indoors.

Missou ri’s laws are framed to pr-?* 
tect the pu b lic from u nlicensed doc 
tors or “healers.” The state b oard of 
health refu ses to recognize Christian

Paris. Ajiril 2.5.— The b ody of Duke 
D<‘ Chaulnes was conveyed at day­ 
light today from the 
hotel 
to 
St. 
i hiliip's church. 
It was escorted to 
the cryj)t, and. after a simple hlossiug, 
it was then deposited. 
T he b cdy will 
rem ain in St. I^ illip’s pending the 
eim pletion of the arran gem en ts for 
the funeral. 
False reports that the duke died in 
liif- sis te r’s a pa rtm e n ts arose from a 
desire of the m a n agem e n t of the ho­ 
tel to m ake it appear tha t the death 
iiad not occurred in their estab lish­ 
ment. 


Friends say tha t the duke felt that 
:-mdden death was a prob ab ility. Lead­ 
ing a life of pleasure b efore his e n ­ 
gagem ent to Miss Theodore Shonts, 
he drank heavily, and, it is said, was 
rddicted to the use of morpfiine. on e 
of his com panions in the morphine 
practice was a son of Colonel de Re- 
nac, an arm y officer. 
Several m onths ago 
De 
Chaulnes 
and De Rcnac took a vow' to give up 
the morphine hab it. For three m onths 
J>e Renac kept his promise, then he 
could stand the strain no longer and 
killed .himself. 
He left an explanatory letter to the 
duke. 
De Chaulnes did not violate 
his vow and physicians say tha t prob ­ 
ab ly the ab stinence w eakened him to 
such an extent tha t his death result­ 
ed. 
T here is no doub t tha t the duke 
w’as enjoying the happiest period of 
his life and was deeply in love with 
his American wife. 
The duke and duchess had spent 
the day together motoring in the Bols 
iUi Boulogne. 
T hen they 
dined 
in 
their apartm ents. 
Ab out 11 o’clock 
the attack, describ ed b .v the doctors 
doctors as an emb olism, cam e with­ 
out 
w’arning. 
T he 
duke 
suddenly 
groaned 
and 
then 
b ecam e uncon­ 
scious. 
Before aid, sum m oned b y -the 
cries of the countess, arrived he w'as 
ciead. 
H e died in the arm s of the 
duchess. 
All T hursday night and all day F ri­ 
day the duchess sat b y the b ody, re ­ 
fusing to allow' it to b e removed. She 
was so affected tha t she could m ake 
no response to the friends who offer- 
i d condolence and aid. 
Mrs. Millington Drake, her nearesr 
fi’enil, remained at the 
hotel 
with 
her. 
Unfortunately, 
through 
the 
.stupidity of the hotel employes, 
sev­ 
eral false reviorts ab out the m a n n er 
of the duke’s death w'ere clrculateil in 
Paris. 
One was tha t he died som e­ 
where 
else and tha t his b ody 
had 
b een b rought to the hotel. 
At the Avenue Van Dyck mansion, 
'.he re the duke and duchess were to 
go. the housekeeper w'as in attend­ 
ance last night. 
“I t’s an ill fated race, that of De 
Chaulnes,’’ she said. 
The woman, for years a family re 
tainer. recalled the tragic death of 
the duke’s mother, who eloped with 
the Count de Dion, now a marquis, 
and was deserted. 
She died of sta rv ­ 
ation in tl gar rot. 
“Our only hope is tha t there will 
b e an heir b orn to the title.”

r» . Shonts. 
The financier had a great 
affection 
for 
the 
b oyish nob leman, 
and declared him “a splendid, manly, 
capab le chap.” 
Mr. and Mrs. Shonts 
and their younger dau ghter started 
ler P aris today on the steam ship St. 
Louis. 
“This m oniing.” said 
Shonts last 
night, “w'e received three letters from 
my dau ghter and the duke. 
They had 
b een in the hab it of writing us on ev­ 
ery mail, and each of us, Mrs. Shonts. 
my daughter. Marguerite, and myself 
had our letters as usual this morning. 
W e read them over to one another 
as W’e b reakfasted. If ever any letters 
b reathed of domestic love and happi­ 
ness. those letters did. 
W hen we had 
finished them and 
I had put mine 
clown I said to my wife: 
‘Mother, 
the y’re all right, a re n ’t they? 
If a 
man can m ake our girl as happy as 
that, why, Fll stick to him, for he ’s 
a good feliow.’

A few shillings or some cheap b race­ 
lets, rings and so on, quite satisfies 
them. They have no Idea of the val- 
,ue of money. 
Rum is their great 
wealaies.» . 
Once a tracker was employed to 
locate some valuab le trees for a tim­ 
b er man. 
He liad to travel some for­ 
ty miles through a forest so dense 
that it wa.s necessar> to cut his way 
through 'With his tomahawk. 
All he 
asked for was a b ottle of rum, while* 
the timb er merchant 
derived 
over 
£ 2,000 from the sale of the tVo*es. 
The follov'iflg description of a man 
hunt will convey a clear idea of the 
dangers and hardships to b e endured: 
In this particular case the tracker 
was a splendid specimen of manhood. 
The usual loin garment of kangaroo 
skin he had ex changed for a light 
covering of cotton cloth provided b y 
the police. 
lie led a horse, so as to 
make time in the open country dis­ 
tricts where the runaway’s footsteps 
could he seen from a horse. The hunt 
was very earnest, hex :ause tlie fugi­ 
tive had stolen some cattle. In Aus­ 
tralia the crime of cattle stealing is 
most severely dealt with, and consid­ 
ered a serious offense. 
The offender was a well reasoned 
b ushman, 
cunning, and 
acquainted 
with the tactics of the trackers: fur­ 
thermore, he had two days* start of 
his pursuers. 
To accompany a chase like this is 
awesome; the titter silence and deso­ 
lation of the woods is so depressing. 
Then, too, the trails are deceptive, 
leading to a deserted wood 
v ta ra p l>e- 
neath a foliage so dense that It is 
lmpo.ssib le even to catch a glimpse 
of the sky. 
Darkness closes in very quicKly in 
the mountain regions, and b y nightfall 
the “tracker” and hiii employer were 
glad 
to 
reach an “accommv.Jation 
house” (or rancher’** home), where 
such as these were usually wekomed 
and allowed to put up for the night. 


\ t this house the officer tried 
hear 
ildiugs of his man, hut no one had 
seen him. 
All the nex t day the b lack fellow 
led along as swiftly as possib le. The 
way was ex tremely rough, and mile 
after mile was covered through wild 
silences, until a stranger would sure­ 
ly think the guide was playing a los­ 
ing game. 
At no time could they 
ride, aud It was with great difficulty 
that they reached a sort of clearing 
where the horses were tied and camp 
struck for the night. 
Tearing huge 
strips of b ark from the 
trees 
and 
and wrapping b lankets an)und them 
each lay on the concave surface of 
one for a b ed and rested. 
At noon the nex t day a b iishman’s 
cab in was reached and there the tired 
horses were tethered. 
The hunters 
then proceeded on foot Another night 
In the forest and the fourth day found 
these intrepid hunters making thei» * 
way through imderb nish peculiar hP 
Australia, called “lawyers and hairls 
ters,” b ecause Its tb orne and b ram­ 
b les catch one at every turn. 
Once 
(he guide hesitated, turned b ack and 
struck (rff in another direction down 
an emb ankment, the re.st tumb ling 
after him. 
A wild chase that must have b een! 
Two white men following the appar­ 
ently mad actions of a b lack fellow 
into places so remote that it would 
have b een impossib le to find the way 
out of them alone. 
But such is the 


covering the leaves 
and 
twigs 
b e­ 
tween him and the other tw’o men 
until he reached them. 
They were

“liVTiite feller no foo! b lack feller.” 
he said, smiling and b reathless. Then

They also b elieve that a 
giant lives on mountain totis. w-alt 
ing to kill them with cb ib .s. Hence, 
they never sleep on ton of a moun­ 
tain or near a swamp, ahvays pitch­ 
ing their b rush tents or miinis near 
a dry and level spot.

The narrow galleries are sus- 
licnded above the main work rooms 
and branches extend to the money 
order, staui]) and r« 'gistry divi.sions 
ami to th« ‘ furnac« ' room.s in th- ha.se- 
mcnt, where rilled mail may c.v burn­ 
ed. 
ICviuy prccauthui is taken to ju*«'- 
vent the clerks from knowing wlien 
the inspectors are on watch. 
The 
men have no way of being certain 
whether the lookout is empty, wheth­ 
er one inspector is watching or whe­ 
ther a dozen are on duty. 
Always 
^here is the possibility that someone 
is looking. 
This produces a ' amable 
moral effect. 
None of the half dozen out ranees 
t(' the winding galleries is in vi.'‘W of 
the workmen. 
One enfranee is from 
the lobby on the fli^t lloor and anoth- 
(*r is through a closet in a room on 
the secotid floor. 
The lookout may 
be entered from the basement and 
f.everal trapdoor entrances are pro­ 
vided.
